WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(P)—

Of Nazi Enemy

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(4)— 
The meeting of United States, 
British and Russian secretaries is 
expected here to deal.largely with 
postwar political matters—specif- 
ically what sort of Europe is to 
be shaped once victory is won, and 
what should be done to preserve 
the peace. 


This view prevails generally 
despite the recent assertion by 
Pravda, Communist party organ 
in Moscow, that the. second front 
and the complete defeat of Hitler 
is the main question for the meet- 
ing. 

Moscow: announced late last 
night that U. S. Secretary of State 
Hull and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden have arrived 
there for the conference with So- 
viet Foreign Commissar Vyache- 
slav Molotov. They were accom- 
panied by W. Averell Harriman, 
newly named U. S. ambassador to 
the Soviet Union, and others. 


Stettinius View. 


Edward R. Stettinius, acting sec- 
retary of state, declared that the 
conference should contribute 
greatly to achievement of the goal 
“we are all striving for, the com- 
plete defeat of the ruthless Nazis 


and the establishment of a just | 


and lasting peace.” 


Out of the conference may 


come military conversations for 
close co-ordination of the Red 
army’s efforts with Anglo-Ameri-

close in on Germany for the kill. 

The prime concern, however, of 
Hull, Eden and Molotov is believ- 
ed to be to lay the groundwork 
for an understanding on handling 
problems the peace will present. 

The final agreement presum- 
ably will be left to the projected 
later meeting of President, Prime 
Minister* Churchill ‘and Premier 
Stalin. 
' Hinges on Stalin. 

Much may hinge on whether 
Stalin is convinced that peace can 
be assured by some international 
agency. It may be noted that Rus- 
sia seized control of Estonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania and occupied 
half of Poland in 1939 on the con- 
tention that these territories were 
necessary for her defense.

The first repatriation of Ameri- 
can prisoners in Germany was 
under way tonight, the War De- 
partment disclosed, with four 
American officers and 13 enlisted 
men in a group returning to the 
United States. 

Several thousand prisoners 
hailing from various parts of the 
British Empire also are on their 
way home from German prison 
camps. 

The War Department announc- 
ed that under an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many for mutual repatriation of 
sick and wounded prisoners the 
first group of American personnel 
already is “being embarked at 
Goteborg, Sweden.”

Georgia Rails 
Win Rate Hike 
Of Half a Cent

Railroads of Georgia will be per- 


mitted to raise 
rates one-half cent a mile on 
coaches November 1—after having 


a voluntary rate reduction of this,

The Georgia public service com- 
mission has authorized railroads to 
resume the permanent rate of 2 
cents a mile which was established 


in 1934. For the past several years 
many railroads have been operat- 
ing on a temporary rate of 1 1-2 
cents per mile, having voluntarily 
cut under the 2-cent rate for com- 
petitive purposes. 

As Pullman prices will not be 
affected by the new order, persons 
will be able to ride in a Pullman 
as cheaply as in a day coach. The 
Pullman rates are 2 cents per mile. 
A 10 per cent emergency charge is 
permitted on both Pullman and 
coach rates, making the total 
charge 2,2 cents per mile. 

Chairman Walter McDonald of 
the Georgia public service commis- 
sion said the interstate commerce 
commission last year prescribed 
an interstate rate of 2 cents per 
mile for coaches and 3 cents per 
mil@ for Pullmans in the south. 
Most of the southern states have 
adopted the commission’s inter- 
state charges for intrastate passen- 
gers. The new change will put 
Georgia’s coach charges in line 
with those of other states, but 
Pullman costs still will be cheaper 
in Georgia. 

The Georgia commission also re- 
vised rates upward for moving 
vans to be more in line with inter- 
state charges and rates in other 
southern states, McDonald said. 
Citing an example of the new 
rates, the chairman said that an 
f,000-pound load could be hauled 
from Atlanta to Savannah at pres- 
ent for $1.70 per hundred pounds; 
after November 1 the price will be 
$1.96 per pound. This still will be 
cheaper than the $2.17 interstate 
rate, he pointed out.

“Good, good,” said Frankie, 
going back to his own work of get- 
ting himself from the _ so-called 
sublime to the so-called ridiculous. 

Other clowns—men who have 
spent their lives at the business of 
making circus audiences lkugh— 
cast curious glances toward the 
Adler trunk. Men like Paul Je- 
rome, and Paul Jung, and Jack Le- 
Clair, and Emmett Kelly, and Lou 
Jacobs. One felt humble in the 
presence of all this talent, these 
experts at circus clowning. 


Slips Into Costume. 


“It won’t take a minute,” said 
Felix, who was slipping -into his 
own costume.

Emmett Kelly strolled over. 

Wins Approval. 

“He has a good face for a 
clown,” commented Kelly. “It’s 
oval. Very good. I like that. Yeh, 
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In this moving scene, you'll agree, the outlook is definitely 
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he looks o. k. He ain’t too big 
for a clown either. Very good.” 

Then Emmett strolled away. 

Frankie Saluto peered up, with 
a quizzical look. 

“Say, this guy. He looks all 
right!” 

I felt better. I was definitely 
in with the boys. 

A bugle blew. It was the signal 
that the show was on. Made up, 
thefe was nothing for me to do 
except wait fot Felix to complete 
his make-up job. This he did, 
without much delay. At one point, 
he slipped a jeweled pin on his 
undershirt. A luck piece, he ex- 
plained. 

The bugle blew again, a differ- 
ent tune, a different signal. 

Some pictures were taken. (See 
pictures on opposite page.) 

Out on the back lot, it was an 
experience to stroll around in 
clown costume and make-up. For 
instance, a girl with the show 
named Shirley gave. me a big 
smile. (It developed later she 
thought I was Jack LeClair with 
a new make-up.) A city patrol- 
man named Red Adams didn't 
know me from the original Adam. 
Neither did that tireless Red Cross 
lady, Chavigny McDonald, who 
was on the back lot with Beverly 
Kelly, the show’s radio public re- 
lations representative. 

Show Is On. 

But it was show time! 

I climbed the ladder to the top 
of the clown band wagon. Felix 
went up first, being an old hand at 
it. He introduced me all around. 

“Watch out for the bumps, boy,” 
they cautioned. 

I took a firm stance. Or rather, 
seat. A moment later, the wagon 
moved off—and onto the hippo- 
drome track. Man it was wonder- 
ful! A boyhood ambition was 
about to be fulfilled! And the 
wagon lumbered around the track, 
with Lou Jacobs beating the drum 
on my left and Adler blowing a 
trumpet on my right. 

The crowd, as always when the 
clowns come in for the first time, 
came alive, with applause and 
shouts and cries. It was marvel- 
ous to catch the’ eye of a child and 
give him a personal salute from 
the band wagon. No wonder these 
clowns stick with the circus, with 
its hardships and its tough going. 
They’re sentimental, deep down. 
They have looked into the eyes of 
millions of children—and seen the 
magic in those eyes. No wonder 
they live and die circus clowns. 

It didn’t take long to make that 
first circuit of the hippodrome 
track. It was all too short, that 
ride on the band wagon. But it 
was over, and down the ladder 
clambered the clowns—including 
this amateur. 

“You did fine,” said Adler. (But 
I’ve already said he’s a kindly 
gent.) 

The clowns don’t hold the spot- 
light long, though. It seemed 
hours before the next appearance 
on the track. That was when I 
followed LeClair at a respectful 
‘distance, and _ gesticulated in 
amazement as he turned himself 
into something else. 

Respectful Distance. 

Later, I followed Adler, also at 
a respectful distance, while he 
did his stunt with the “little head 
smoking a cigar.” Later, it was 
with Emmett Kelly, as he held 


grandstand. 

Emmett is the tramp clown, 
you know. | 

“You're lucky Felix fixed you 
up in white makeup,” said Em- 
mett later. ‘““‘You can be either a 
sad clown or a happy clown, with 
such makeup. But I’m frozen. I 
gotta be sad all the time. It’s the 
makeup.” 

Then came the stunt where 22 
clowns pile out of one automobile. 
It is always a big hit with the 
crowds. 

“Come with me,” said LeClair. 

I came with LeClair, and he 
stuffed me into the rear of this 
car. Immediately, yells went up 
from the other clowns. There was 
something wrong. They were be- 
ing crowded. They were being 
jammed in too much of a jam. 
It was me, the extra man. Le- 
Clair said nothing. But a quick 
clown caught on. 

“We got a new boy,” he said. 

“Move over, new boy,” said an- 


another. “My arm’s broke,” shriek- 
ed another. It was hot, too. It 
reminded Jack of the time they 
pulled the stunt in El Centro, 
Cal., with the temperature up 
around 100 degrees. And it was 
dark, in thar. 

We moved off. We _ stopped. 
“Get out and slam the door shvft;”’ 
said LeClair. When my turn 
came—I did just that, and then 
ran to the middle ring. I was 
one of the clowns! Then back we 
all went to the exit, another “gag” 
written into the record of the big 
top. . 

The leisure of the back lot felt

in. And fatigue. Ain’t there a 
trunk a guy can sit down on? No, 
there is not. Trunks belong to 
folks. Does a clown, when tired, 
sit on the ground? Definitely no. 
There’s a crowd‘ on the edges of 
the back lot, folks who haven’t 
the price of an admission ticket. 
The best they can do is see the 
back lot stuff. 

Surely, it*wouldn’t do to let 
them down! 

So you keep on your feet, those 
poor old dogs. 

Adler comes up. He grins. 

“The clown fire house is the 
next number,” he says. “You can 
be in it. Just get out there and 
act excited.” 

Man, do we act excited! That 
sawdust is on the track. That 
crowd is out there. The circus is 
in town, And you’re in the circus. 
The show must go on, and does, 
in spite of your poor old feet. 

Then you run out again. Your 
day as a clown is over. Felix is 
a big help. He applies brilliantine 
to your face. You wipe off the 
makeup with a towel. You wash 
in the Adler water buckets. You 
still feel humble about it all. And 
tired. Dog-tired. Yes, folks, this 
being a circus clown ain’t no fun. 
It’s hard work!

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The Road to Victory 

Contrary to the arguments of some fire- 
side strategists, the road to victory in modern 
war is not exclusively a pathway through the 
skies. Rather is it a three-lane highway, by 
land and sea and by air. Each branch of 
fighting power is interpendent upon the others. 
None can do the entire job alone, all three are 
indispensable. 

There should be, however, high gratifica- 
tion in recent revelations as to the prepon- 
derant power we have now achieved in the 
air. Reports from the South Pacific tell, re- 
peatedly, of victories in air combat in which 
Japanese plane losses mount into three figures, 
whereas our “own are astonishingly small. 
Through the air MacArthur is blasting the Japs 
out of one strong point after another, follow- 
ing the devastation brought by aerial bombs 
with occupation forces, protected by the Navy, 
which take over base after base. 

News reports from the Italian front tell 
of the magnificent air “umbrella” provided 
for our ground forces there, while the smash- 
ing of German manufacturing centers, ports 
and means of transport by the fliers who at- 
tack from Britain gains monthly in weight and 
effectiveness. 


\ 
Capping all reports, however, comes the 


report on air war achievements just made 
public by the Office of War Information. We 
learned from that report how our fighters of 
the skies have destroyed better than four 


enemy planes for every one we have lost. 


The report tells how United States plane pro- 
duction is now in full swing, how we are 
sending to every fighting front better planes 
than the enemy can produce, manned by 
crews trained superbly for the task they have 
to accomplish. 

The war is not yet won. There is a hard and 
bloody road yet to be covered before the enemy 
is humbled to the dust. But we are on the 
way and there can be no greater assurance of 
the certainty of our ultimate victory than the 
statistics of the air, on both the fighting and 
the production fronts. 

We cannot permit such news to tempt us to 
slacken effort, but we can take courage and, 
thereby, stiffen our determination. For we 
are marching, sailing, flying on the three- 
lane victory road. 


The estimate is made that the world spends 
$75,000 a second for guns. Let us take this 
information to heart, meanwhile wondering if 
love conquers all. 


Yugoslav Guerrillas 
The patriotic guerrillas of Yugoslavia who 


are fighting to wrest their country from Nazi 
occupation forces are not large in number, but 
they are a pestiferous band to the Nazisi Their 
activities are similar to a pack of dogs worrying 
a bear until the opportunity comes to rush in 
for the kill. Revolt in important areas, par- 
ticularly in Bosnia-Herzegovina, has reached 
the proportion of continuous battles along a 
100-mile front. 

Numerous stories highlight successes of the 
guerrillas against the several divisions the 
Germans are compelled to keep in that area. 
In one instance the patriots were holding a 
bridge against an important advance on the 
highway to the Adriatic through Montenegro, 
and the German commander radioed for planes 
to blast out the patriots; the planes came, 
dispersed the patriots and dropped the bridge 
into a 300-foot chasm. “Just what we wanted,” 
said the Yugoslav commander. “The enemy has 
cut his own line of communication.” 

In another sector Yugoslav guerrillas storm- 
ed into the town of Jajoe and wrecked a large 
munitions plant, in itself a small item of war; 
but it had been wrecked before and the 
Germans had spent a year in rebuilding it, 
Patriots destroyed such large sections of rail- 
road track in Bulgaria that traffic through 
Nish to Greece had to be abandoned.

The Fifth Column in Germany 

While undercover political agents as an 
institution are as old as history, it remained 
for the Germans to develop their spies into 
what has come to be known as the Fifth 


‘Column,*the nefarious work of which has been 


fully exploited in this country. Now as the 
bastions of the Reich are crumbling under 
continual hammering of the Allied Nations, 
Der Fuehrer is confronted with the fact that 
Germany is thronged with Fifth Columnists 
who are working in the interests of the Allies. 

Only the state and military departments 
of the United States and Britain know how 
many of these agents are accredited, but their 
number is decidedly small in comparison with 


the volunteers, who are either prisoners in the. 


concentration camps or workers imported from 
Nazi-occupied areas of Europe. The latter 
number into the millions and, while the timid 
cringe under the beastial treatment they re- 
ceive, reports that come out of Germany state 
the bolder element misses no opportunity at 
sabotage and undermining of civilian morale. 

Hitler recently disclosed he is fully aware 
of these conditions and that civilian morale 
was cracking when he appointed Heinrich 
Himmler, chief of the Gestapo, to a position 
that .made him responsible in ferreting out 
Fifth Column operations, and punishing with 
death any found “disloyal to the Reich.” 

With French, Poles, Danes and nationals of 
half a dozen other nations scattered through- 
out the country the Germans are plainly wor- 
ried. Each new defeat on the battlefronts or 
destruction of an industrial center renders the 
German citizens more susceptible to defeatist 
propaganda.

Crops For Next Year! 

The War Food Administration is appealing 
to farmers of the nation for more food and 
feedstuffs next year, and is beginning its 
campaign for co-operation in ample time for 
agriculturists to make plans to meet the war- 
time needs. 

At the close of a two-day meeting in this 
city farm leaders of Georgia pledged whole- 
hearted co-operation toward meeting WFA 
recommendations, among which were: one- 
fourth more corn, oats and wheat, 100,000-acre 
increase (about nine per cent above 1943) in 
peanuts, five per cent reduction in cotton, 10 
per cent increase in tobacco, 10 per cent in- 
crease in Irish potatoes and 12 per cent in- 
crease in sweet potatoes. As to sheep, hogs 
and beef cattle no increase was advised, owing 
to the shortage of feed and labor; an increase 
in dairy cattle, poultry and eggs is included 
in the program, and Georgia farmers are urged 


to “live at home”; where possible, they are 
asked to produce extra supplies of fruits and 


‘ yegetables for sale in the various farm markets 


of the state.

GIRLS AND BOYS LEAD THE WAY 
(From The Albany Herald.) 

It is both refreshing and discouraging to learn 
from an authoritative source that America’s teen- 
age boys and girls are doing more to solve the 
alarming juvenile’ delinquency problems than 
their elders. It is encouraging because the boys 
and girls themselves are doing so much, and dis- 
heartening because their elders are doing so little. 

The authority to whom we have reference is 
Mrs.’ Josephine D. Abbott, educational consultant 
to the American Social Hygiene Association, who 
told the United Press the other day that during 
a recent tour of the middle west and the south 
she found high school boys and girls eager to 
work -for constructive solutions of the problems 
of youth in wartime. 

“This is the most encouraging sign in the 
whole picture,” said Mrs. Abbott, who believes 
that churches, homes, schools, and social agencies 
alike have failed to meet the problem fully. 

“There is no one solution to this problem,” 
Mrs. Abbott went on; “but this attitude on the 
part of young people is most encouraging. The 
grown-ups may know more about virtue, but the 
boys and girls are experts on temptation. They 
call themselves ‘the forgotten generation,’ and 
have taken their problems in hand.”

WASHINGTON. PARADE

ON THE OTHER FOOT WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—To put 
the criticism brought back by our 
globe-circling senators in its proper perspective, let us suppose that 
five members of the British house of commons made a similar 
tour of Allied bases abroad, topped off by a swift junket across the 
suns United States, including Hawaii and Alaska. 
Upon returning te England, let us suppose 
that they filed a report to the house qf com- 
mons, with suitable leaks to the press, which 
contained highly critical remarks on the con- 

duct of the war by the United States. 

There is much here which”a British com- 
mittee of the kind could find fault with. First 
of all, it could take umbrage at the complete 
freedom which we allow large segments of the 
American press (the McCormick-Patterson- 
Hearst publications) in saying anything they 
please against our British allies as to their 
purposes and designs. . 

The committee could report a definite hos- 
tility to Britain on the part. of certain mem- 

bers of congress. As prime examples, it might cite’ various utter- 
ances, both recently and in the past, of such eonfirmed British 
haters as Senators Nye and Wheeler. 

It might also cite a recent speech made by Senator Ellender, 
of Louisiana, wherein he charged that British were deliberately 
holding back in their war expenditures to let us carry the bag, and 
in which he, through misinformation, underestimated the British 
per capita war debt by more than a thousand dollars—a gross and 
stupendous blunder, 


IN SOUTH PACIFIC From its observations in the South Pa- 
cific it might report that General Mac- 


Arthur was disgruntled over the appointment of Lord Mountbatten 
as Allied commander for the new operations to be undertaken 
against the Japs in Burma; that a large number of Americans 
were irked because the British had not joined with us more in the 
war on Japan, and because MacArthur has not been given the 
facilities needed to make a frontal attack on Japan. 

From the Mediterranean theater the committee might com- 
plain that the Americans were hogging the show, with General 
Eisenhower named as Allied commander and General Mark Clark 
leading the mixed British an@ American Fifth Army in Italy. 

In the same breath it might mention the reports of General 
George Marshall, Army chief of staff, being transferred to a global 
Allied command, together with the gossipy rumors recently spread 
to the effect that the British were opposed to him because of his 
antagonism to certain of their war plans. 

These and other points could well be raised againgt us by any 
committee which happened to come here for an inspection of our 
war activities. 


WOULD MAKE US MAD Now it requires no imagination to 


see the violence of the reaction 
that would be aroused in this country by any foreign legislative 
committee returning home with a report of this kind against us. 

Yet that is precisely the net effect of the findings of the five- 
man senate committee on its 40,000-mile inspection tour of Allied 
bases. All kinds of critical innuendos and complaints were made 
against the British. 

No wonder that the British press was outraged by the attacks, 
or that Prime Minister Churchill felt compelled to take cognizance 
of the charges in a mild reprovdl of the senators in the house of 
commons. 

If the situation had been reversed, we would not have heard 
the last of it yet. Isolationist elements of the country would have 
seized on the criticism as cause for disassociating our war effort 
from the British, We would have had a rumpus requiring the best 
diplomatic brains of the two countries to undo. 

In justice to two members of the senate

committee, it should be pointed out at 


once, however, that the skirts of Senator Richard B. Russell, of 
Georgia, the investigating body chairman, and Senator James M. 
Mead, of New York, are entirely clear of the trouble-making. No 
word has come from them in open criticism of conditions they 


‘found throughout the world. 


The other three members seem to be responsible for most of 
the talking. 

It is all right, of course, for either branch of congress to keep 
itself informed on the progress of the war by sending special in- 
vestigating committees out in the field. But it is another thing for 
such committees to return with a public report on their findings. 

The committee obviously should have confined its report to an 
executive session of the senate without planting the usual leaks 
before and after as to what was said. It should then have been 
the duty of the senate as a whole to sift the charges and deter- 
mine which, if any, should be passed on to the proper adminis- 


trative and military authorities for correction, 
Bringing grievances among. Allies into the open at a time of 


crisis is no way to win a war.

It has as much food value and if enough care is taken with the 
better brands I defy a connoisseur to take the blindfold test and 
discover any difference between its taste and the taste of butter.

A pound of margarine costs six. 

But, here is the point. Man-made legislation, passed through 
the congress of the United States and many state legislatures, put 
a tax on margarine to protect the butter interests. 

In the name of heaven, why should congress pass a law to pro 
tect a few when the great masses of people can’t buy butter even in 
normal times and are deprived of margarine by a.selfish tax?

As to social 
relations. Sev- 
eral expressed 
the opinion 
that in‘ a dem- 
ocratic country 
there should be 
no social dis- 
tinctions be- 

tween officer 
and man—especially when they’re 
as close kin as a master sergeant 
and a second louie. One’s just as 
good as another if not better. 

I asked an elderly officer about 
that. He said it was merely a 
matter of discipline. 

“Go away back to the War Be- 
tween the States—and to even 
earlier wars,” he said. “A com- 
pany was formed and an election 
was held for captain and lieuten- 
ants. They had all been friends, 
going to the same parties, court- 
ing the same girls. Perfect equal- 


| ity. But darn poor discipline. In 


an army somebody has got to give 
orders and give ’em quick and 
expect ’em to be obeyed quick. 
And without question. You can’t 
mix discipline with intimate 
friendship. Take your game, for 
instance. If your city editor went 
out and got drunk with his re- 
porters every night how could he 
call down one of them for failing 
to show up because of a hang- 
over?

ficer’s job—just as Smith has 
been trained for his. The officer 
must be boss—and he can’t be an 
efficient boss if he hobnobs with 
his men over rounds of beer.” 


Informal Parties 

“What about this, Colonel?” I 
inquired. “I have heard indirectly 
of a case in which a major was 
invited to a little cocktail party 
at a private home and when he 
learned he would come in contact 
with a sergeant and a couple of 
@rivates he called up and with- 
drew his acceptance. Is that the 
rule?” 

“This major, if he exists, was 
simply a damn fool,” said my 
colonel, “That doesn’t apply. 

“IT had a fine time at a dinner 
party a few evenings ago. One 
of the guests was a private—boy- 
hood friend of the host.. There 
were also a corporal and a couple 
of sergeants. And I hope I didn’t 
throw my rank around. I don’t 
think the private was scared of 
me, 

“But in a public place—a res- 
taurant, for instance—it’s not good 
form for officers and men to dine 
together. It’s on@of those things 
It tends to break down discipline.” 

Another argument at the little 
gathering I spoke of was about 
salutes. I asked my colonel about 
that. 

“A custom,” he said. “A fine 
tradition. But if you think it’s 
irksome for a private to salute a 
lieutenant, put yourself in the 
lieutenant’s place. Strolling down 
Peachtree street, he’ll meet 45 en- 
listed men in three blocks. One 
salute each for the enlisted men— 
45 return salutes for the officer. 
It’s grand arm exercise.” 

But I think I'll let Albert S. 
Jenkins, who writes a column for 
the Baxley News-Banner, discuss 
that. He writes as though he were 
a private or non-com. And here’s 
what he wrote last week about 
salutes: 

“IT used to think that enlisted 
men had to salute the officers and 
the officers had no responsibility 
in the matter. But I’ve learned 
differently. Not only do enlisted 
men salute all officers beginning 
with second lieutenants, or cor- 
responding ranks in the other 
services, but all officers have to 
salute their superior officers, too. 
And there’s one thing in the Army 
worse than not saluting a superior 
officer. That is the superior offi- 
cer not returning your salute. , 

“Through ignorance or over- 
sight I am sure I have failed on 
occasion to salute an officer. But 
I have yet to have an officer fail 
to return my salute. As we are 
being taught in daily classes it 
really is a much better way’ for 
several hundred men to greet each 
other than ‘How ya, Captain,’ 
‘How ya, Joe.’ Obviously, when 
you get a division together you 
couldn’t do much greeting your 
superiors or anyone else in a very 
orderly manner if every man did 
it a different way. 

On the matter of the salute I’ve 
even learned that there’s nothing 
wrong with one private saluting 
another. It just isn’t required nor 
generally practical, that’s all (for 


| one thing, there’s just too darned 


many of us). Even so, I have sa- 
luted non-commissioned officers 
and privates and they have re- 
turned my salute without looking 
at me as though I were a fool.” 


U. S. Court of Appeals

Prisoners Told 


Of New Deal

Constitution Staff Writer. 
TATTNALL PRISON, Oct. 18.— 
A new deal for Georgia prisoners, 
including those of the notorious 
Eight Ball squad—wiping out their 
past bad records, and basing the 
standing they will enjoy in this 
piney woods Alcatraz hereafter 
upon their future conduct—will be 
given Tattnall inmates in early 
morning conferences tomorrow by 


Wiley Moore, newly appointed di- 
rector of corrections. 

Moore, arriving here tonight, ex- 
plained his plan. He will call pris- 
oners at 6:30 a. m. into four groups, 
white males and Negro males and 
white females and Negro females, 
and discuss with them plans, he 
has adopted for instituting prison 
reforms in the state. 

Among his plans are an absolute 
forgetting of the past records of 
prisoners, Moore explained. Noth- 
ing of the past will be held against 
them, 

Plan Bakery. 

Among industries to be placed 
in operation in the prison, Moore 
said, will be a baking industry 
in addition to a farming activity. 
A master baker will arrive at 
Tattnall, as an employe, and will 
take over command. It will be 
his work to prepare food served 
in the prison, and to teach and 
train prisoners in bakifg so that 
they might obtain employment 
outside when they complete their 
service. 

Shoe repairing, textile mills, 
and a garment plant also will be 
given consideration, Moore said. 
A representative of the War Pro- 
duction Board, in Washington, he 
explained, soon will be in Geor- 
gia to determine what machinery 
might bé released to prisoners, 
under wartime restrictions. 

For the women prisoners, Moore 
mapped a future in nursing. 
Training courses will be institut- 
ed, he said. Beauty specialists also 
will train workers in that line at 
Milledgeville, he said. 

Faith in Comeback. 

He declared he firmly believes 
in giving a prisoner a chance. 

The convicts of the Eight Ball 
Squad sat quietly in their cell 
blocks while the murmur ran up 
and down the corridor. 

Fancy meeting someone who 
wants to do something about this 
place. Through the prison under- 
ground the news had slipped from 
the corner of this mouth to the 
cup of that ear. The big boss is 
here—Wiley Moore. 

The convicts in Tattnall 4vere 
hoping that Moore is the sulfa 
orug that the state’s prison system 
needs. The legislative enactments 
that moved Moore from his wide- 
spread private business into a 
Commando’s job in the public’s 
business of penal reform are well 
understood by the prisoners here 
at Tattnall. 

Tattnall’s expectant population 
had but one hope of success for 
the new prison reforms in Geor- 


gia. 

“Bury the dead past,” say the 
prisoners, “let bygones be bygones. 
We know it will take a long time, 
but no shilly-shallying. This has 
been tried before just to prove to 
us it’s true.” 

The prisoners hope the Moore 
system will work. They insist they 
will help him make it work from 
their spot behind the eight ball. 

Even the Eight Ball squad, re- 
putedly the toughest of the prison’s 
varying strata of toughness, wants 
the New Deal to work. 

There are free men here who 
were here long before the Tal- 
madge era. They asked me: “Do 
you know we were fired by a 
previous administration because 
we tried to put into effect the 
principles of prison administra- 
tion that have been made the law 
of Georgia by this last extra ses- 
sion of the legislature?”

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Tito Grapples 
With Rommel 


LONDON, Oct. 18.—(4)—Three 
guerrilla armies—Yugoslav “reg- 
ulars” under General Ddaja Ma- 
hailovic, General Josip (Tito) 
Broz’ red-starred bands, and a 
resurgent Albanian guerrilla army 
—were reported locked in bitter 
battles with Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s forces over a wide western 
Balkan front tonight. 

Mahailovic’s forces, launching 
their first big offensive since the 
German occupation of garrisons 
formerly held by Italians, was said 
by government leaders at Cairo 
to be smashing through toward the 
Danube river loop in northeast- 
ern Serbia after capturing two 
towns in a definite menace to Ger- 
Pman river traffic. 

Rail Lines Wrecked. 


Tito’s Liberation army, wreck- 
ing rail lines and trains in a re- 
treat from Zenica, in Bosnia, con- 
tinued their attacks elsewhere 
against reinforced German garri- 
sons between Sinj and the port of 
Split on the Dalmatian coast, and 
near Bakar, southeast of the Su- 
sack-Fiume port area, a Free 
Yugoslav radio broadcast said. 

The newest drain on Rommel’s 
already thinly drawn forces in the 
Balkans was in Albania. Some 
35,000 Nazis were reported in 
Cairo dispatches to have been 
rushed from Macedonia to Albania 
to reinforce German forces under 
almost daily guerrilla attacks. 

There was no hint that the 
forces of Tito and Mihailovic, long 
at odds, had joined to oppose the 
invaders of their homeland, but 
it appeared that some of their ac- 
tivities might overlap. Bands 
representing both forces are fight- 
ing in Bosnia and in Serbia. 


Brza Captured. 

Exiled Yugoslav government in- 
formants said at Cairo that Ma- 
hailovic’s part-time farmer-soldiers 
had captured Brza, Palanka and 
Jubukovac in southeastern Serbia 
and were driving toward Donji 
Milanovac, on the western end of 
the Danube loop above the Iron 
Gate rapids. 

Fighting back desperately 
against these newest threats to his 
Balkan forces, Rommel sent his 
planes over Serbia and into the 
interior in fierce raids on guerrilla- 
held villages. 

German raiders struck also at 
the area north of the Albanian 
border, where Tito’s forces were 
reported to have captured the 
town of Andrijevica, only 10 miles 
above the frontier. 

The Moscow radio said that the 
Germans had lost 1,200 kilged and 
wounded in a battle against Parti- 
san forces for a bridge over the

250,000 Pitcher Pumps

The Office of Economic 
Stabilization, however, authorized 
OPA to increase ceiling prices on 
pumps as a production induce- 
ment, and as a result, the farmer 
will pay about 50 cents more than 
the current $2.50 average price, 
Thornwell said.

Air Units Disperse.

A girl who joins the Army nev- 
er knows how she will wind up— 
as cook, stenographer, chauffeur 
or mechanic. But her job is to 
take the place of a man and she 
has to be able to “take it” just as 
well, for long hours and in any 


kind of weather. 

Our War Department has come 
out with a training manual for 
the women’s corps that is enough 
to make even the civilian softie 
want to do something about those 
rusty old muscles. I am sure 
who wrote the booklet did not 
plan it that way, but the fitness 
program sounds as enticing as a 
sale of mink coats at half price. 
Almost. 

The whole idea, of course, is to 
put the girls into fighting trim. 
But, the Army tells you bluntly 
you are not supposed just to feel 
fit. You are expected to look it— 
“Your carriage must be military. 
Your skin must be healthy and 
clear. Your responses must be 
quick. Your manner must be 
alert.” 

Girdles and beauty aids are all 
right but it is pointed out that no 
girdle will hold you up through a 
tough day of truck driving, and 
that it is highly important to have 
the clear skin that goes with 
functional efficiency. Women in 
war can’t get by on “fashions, fads | 
and fancies” like they do in civil- 
ian life. I don’t think they can 
get by any more in civilian life. 
Every job these days has more 
strain connected with it and any 
woman would be infinitely better 
off for some daily exercise. Let’s 
An pica some from the WAC man- 
ual. 

In the Army, you would warm 
up with “cadence exercises.” 
These are easy and help you to 
limber up and get rid of nef'vous 
tension. Stand with feet parallel 
but fairly wide apart and swing 
arms forward and sideward. Then, 
let one arm hang at the side and 
Swing the other arm forward and 
fling it back. Roll your head for- 
ward and back and hunch your 
shoulders up, around and back. 
A count is given for these, but you 


can either figure out your own 
count or do them to music. 

Most women need to develop 
shoulder strength and the Army 
puts considerable stress on this 
type of exercise. Here is one 
you might like to try: Lie face 
downward on the floor with knees 
bent and feet up toward ceiling: 
Hands should rest’ on floor in line 
with shoulders, with elbows bent. 
Slowly straighten your arms and 
push up until your weight is sup- 
ported on hands and knees, arms 
and back straight. When you get 
good enough, you will be able to 
push up from the floor with your 
legs straight. That’s required for 
the WAC’s.

NAM Opposes 


Tax Increase

The National Association of Manu- 


facturers took a stand today 
against any increase in taxation, 
and the House Ways and Means 


Committee sifted from emphasis 


on new revenue to demands for 


cuftailments of government spend- 
ing. 


J. Cheever Cowdin, of Los An- 
geles, board chairman of Univer- 
sa’ Pictures, speaking for NAM, 
told the committee that present 
federal and state taxes, which he 
estimated at $55,000,000,000 for 
1944, are “as large as is wise or 
sound or safe.” 

But, he said, if congress decides 
increased revenue is absolutely es- 
sential, then it should enact a na- 
tional retail sales tax “to be lev- 
ied at the final point of’sale with- 
out exemptions.” 

Cowdin labeled the Treasury’s 
$10,500,000,000 program, proposing 
increases in income and excise 
taxes, as “unsound and unrealistic 
to the point of bordering on the 
fantastic,” 

While the NAM opposed further 
taxation, Frank D. Graham, 
Princeton University professor, 
presented the committee a recom- 
mendation by 89 economists, urg- 
ing a multi-billion increase in 
taxes—in effect supporting the ad- 
ministration’s new revenue pro-
